LOCATION. 

The  Illinois  Wesley  an  University  is  located  in  the  city  of  Bloom- 
ington,  McLean  County,  Illinois,  in  a  healthful  and  delightful  region 
of  country,  near  the  geographical  center  of  the  state,  and  at  the  inter- 
section of  the  two  great  hading  thoroughfares  of  travel ;  viz.,  the 
"  Illinois  Central "  and  the  "St.  Louis,  Alton  &  Chicago"  railroads. 
It  is  thus  rendered  easy  of  access  at  all  times  from  all  parts  of  our  ex- 
tended commonwealth.    Our  inland  position,  the  enterprise  and  intel- 
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ligence  of  our  community,  the  high  tone  of  Christian  morals  among 
us,  and  the  remarkable  healthfulness  of  our  city  and  its  vicinity,  offer 
peculiar  inducements  to  such  as  seek  the  advantages  of  such  an  insti- 
tution. 

PATRONAGE. 

The  University  is  under  the  joint  patronage  of  the  Illinois  and  Cen- 
tral Illinois  Annual  Conferences  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
which  annually  appoint  Visiting  Committees  to  supervise  the  examin- 
ations and  general  management  of  the  Institution,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  thus  offering  to  the  public  strong  guaranties  of 
the  high  moral  tone  of  the  instruction  imparted  within  its  halls. 

LIBRARY. 

The  nucleus  of  a  valuable  Miscellaneous  and  Scientific  Library  has 
been  secured  for  the  use  of  the  Institution. 

APPARATUS. 

Considerable  additions  during  the  year  have  been  made  to  the  al- 
ready valuable  Chemical,  Philosophical  and  Astronomical  Apparatus, 
though  the  increasing  necessities  of  the  Institution  demand  additional 
facihties  in  this  department,  which  we  trusf  the  generosity  of  the 
friends  of  the  University  will  soon  supply. 

MUSBUM- 

The  Museum  of  Natural  History  is  steadily  growing.  It  now  com- 
prises over  four  thousand  specimens  in  Geology  and  Palaeontology ; 
one  thousand  one  hundred  Marine,  and  one  thousand  Fresh  Water  and 
Land  Shells.  A  valuable  Botanical  collection  representing  nearly  the 
entire  Flora  of  the  state,  donated  by  Dr.  George  Vasey,  which  he  gen- 
erously proposes  to  complete.  Some  two  hundred  beautiful  specimens 
in  Ornithology,  prepared  and  presented  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Holder.  Vari- 
ous specimens  in  Mammology  and  Herpetology.  A  valuable  Entomo- 
logical collection  prepared  and  presented  by  Dr.  Walsh,  and  a  fine  col- 
lection of  native  and  foreign  minerals  from  the  Smithsonian  Institute 
at  Washington.  It  now  affords  excellent  facilities  for  the  practical 
study  of  Natural  History  in  its  various  departments. 

RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION. 

While  all  sectarianism  will  be  rigidly  excluded,  the  faculty  will,  on 
all  fitting  occasions,  strive  to  inculcate  the  principles  not  only  of  a 
pure  morahty,  but  of  an  evangelical  Christianity.  Students  will  be 
required  to  attend  some  place  of  public  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  such 
as  their  own  preferences  may  dictate  or  their  parents  or  guardians  des- 
ignate ;  they  will  also  be  required  to  attend  the  regular  daily  worship 
in  the  College  Chapel.  A  voluntary  prayer-meeting  has  been  organ- 
ized which  is  well  sustained,  and  has  in  connection  with  the  religious 
efforts  in  the  churches,  resulted  under  the  blessing  of  God,  in  the  con- 
version during  the  last  year  of  some  thirty  or  more  of  our  pupils. 
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LECTURES. 

Rc2;ular  Courses  of  Lectures  will  be  delivered  in  connection  with  | 
the  recitations  in  the  departments  of  Natural  Science  and  of  Mental 
and  Moral  Philosophy.    Sabbath  Lectures  suited  to  the  time  and  place 
are  delivered  in  the  afternoon  of  each  Sabbath  in  the  College  Chapel, 
which  have  been  of  decided  profit  and  interest. 

QUARTERLY  REPORTS. 

Daily  Records  of  the  proficiency  and  deportment  of  every  Student 
will  be  kept,  and  will,  if  desired,  be  furnished  quarterly  to  his  parents 
or  guard  ans.  At  the  close  of  the  term  on  the  occasion  of  the  public 
examinations,  the  average  standing  of  each  Student  for  the  whole  term 
will  be  read,  and  placed  on  the  records  of  the  college  for  public  inspec- 
tion. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

There  will  be  a  regular  Public  Examination  of  all  the  Classes  at  the 
close  of  each  term ;  and  Students  will  be  advanced  only  after  such  ex- 
amination;  and  no  Student  will  be  advanced  whose  average  standing 
falls  below  the  minimum  established  by  the  faculty.

I  COURSES  or  STUDY.  j 

I        These  have  been  arranged  with  much  care,  after  a  close  comparison  \ 
I     of  the  standards  of  the  best  institutions  of  our  country,  and  are  de-  | 
signed  to  meet  the  varied  wants  of  the  youth  of  our  rapidly  develop-  ; 
:     ing  commonwealth. 

j  The  curriculum  in  the  Scientific  department  has    been  re- 

arranged with  special  reference  to  the  wants  of  the  large  class  of  young 
men  whose  time,  means,  or  other  circumstances  do  not  admit  of  their 
pursuing  the  regular  Collegiate  Course.  It  is  designed  to  disci- 

pline the  mind  and  prepare  young  men  for  teaching  and  for  the  ordin- 
ary pursuits  of  life.  It  embraces  all  the  studies  of  the  Regular  Course, 
except  the  ancient  languages,  together  with  many  spec'al  studies 
deemed  desirable.  It  can  be  completed  in  four  years,  and  will  entitle 
the  successful  candidate  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

The  Classical  Course,  it  will  be  observed,  is  full  and  complete,  compar- 
ing favorably  with  that  of  our  older  LTnivcrsities.    Tt  includes  a  course 

i      of" four  years,  in  addition  to  the  usual  Preparatory  studies,  and  enti- 

'      ties  the  Student  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

As  the  institution  grows  older,  we  are  gradually  approximating  the 
desirable  end  i)rimarily  set  forth  in  the  character  of  a  University  ;  viz.,_ 
that  our  Students  should  complete  the  'lassies.  The  experience  of 
ages,  the  honors  accorded  by  similar  institutions  in  all  countries,  to- 
gether with  the  discipline,  culture  and  correct  use  of  language  accpur- 
ed,  all  arc  motives  for  the  Student  to  take  a  little  more  time,  make  an 

I     increased  effort  and  bear  away  from  his  Alma  Mater  its  highest  honors. 
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VOCAL  MUSIC. 

At  the  earnest  and  repeated  solicitations  of  many  of  the  Friends  and 
Students  of  the  University,  a  Department  of  Vocal  Music  has  been 
organized,  and  will,  henceforth,  constitute  a  regular  Department  of  the 
University.  Special  inducements  also  are  held  out  to  those  who  may 
desire  a  thorough  course  of  instruction  in  vocal  and  instrumental  music 
by  the  Northwestern  Academy  of  Music  located  here. 

COMPOSITION   AND  ELOCUTION. 

The  system  of  elocution  adopted  and  taught  by  Russell,  Murdock 
and  Kidd,  with  charts  and  books  with  special  directions  for  the  prac- 
tice of  healthful,  natural  and  fluent  speakiag  has  been  introduced  the 
last  year,  and  promises  valuable  results  in  breaking  up  habits  so  often 
acquired  and  so  seldom  corrected,  that  unfit  persons  for  eminence  in 
this  very  desirable  department  of  education.  In  connection^  with  se- 
lected readings  and  declamations  from  the  best  authors,  original  com- 
positions will  be  regularly  required  of  the  Student. 

PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

This  will  be  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  a  Principal,  having 
charge  of  the  Students  during  study  hours  while  in  the  college  build- 
ing. It  will  be  his  duty  to  give  special  attention  to  the  studies  of 
those  who  may  be  taking  a  partial  or  irregular  course,  as  well  as  to 
superintend  the  advancement  of  pupils  from  the  Model  School,  in  con- 
junction with  the  faculty.  This  has  been  deemed  a  great  desideratum 
in  the  mana2;ement  of  the  University,  and  we  feel  that  great  advan- 
tages will  accrue  to  a  large  class  of  our  pupils  by  having  the  Prepara- 
tory Department  thoroughly  and  systematically  organized  under  the 
special  care  of  a  principal. 

THE  MODEL  SCHOOL. 

This  department  has  been  limited  heretofore  to  a  small  number, 
from  the  fact  that  there  vras  but  one  room  and  one  teacher  to  whom 
they  could  be  assigned.  Arrangements  are  now  being  made  to  secure 
two  additional  rooms  of  suflBcient  size,  neat  and  well  furnished  with 
the  modern  style  of  desks,  so  as  to  accommodate  two  teachers  and  eigh- 
ty students.    The  increase  of  students  demands  this  enlargement. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

The  Belle  Lettres  Literary  Society  has  a  convenient  hall,  and  by 
public  exhibitions  as  well  as  by  its  ordinary  exercises  has  manifested 
the  zeal,  enterprise  and  improvement  of  its  members. 

A  second  association — the  Munseliian — has  also  been  organized  by  a 
number  of  spirited  young  men,  and  has  entered  the  tield  of  Literary 
effort  with  much  promise  for  the  future.  We  cannot  speak  too  strong- 
ly of  the  advantages  of  such  societies  as  an  integral  element  of  a 
thorough  education. 

BOARDING. 

Good  Boarding  can  be  obtained  in  respectable  private  families  in  the 
city,  at  prices  ranging  from  $3.00  to  $4.00  per  week,  with  fuel,  Hghts, 
and  rooms  furnished. 
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SELF-BOARDING. 

A  large  proportion  of  our  young  men  preferring  to  be  independent 
of  their  friends  as  far  as  possible  in  regard  to  support  while  prosccut- 
ino'  thair  stu  lies  ;  and  others  who  could  not  otherwise  acquire  an  edu- 
cation for  lack  of  means,,  have  boarded  themselves  on  less  than  $1.25 
per  week.  This  is  most  praiseworthy  in  any  young  man ;  and  we  find 
that  the  self-denial,  economy  and  industry  thus  called  forth,  are  the 
assurance  and  foundation  of  future  eminence^  scholarship  and  useful- 
ness. 

THE  COLLEGE  EDIFICE. 

This  is  beautifully  located  in  the  northern  part  of  the  city  in  a  campus 
of  ten  acres  adorned  with  young  trees  and  shrubbery  that  render 
it  each  year  more  beautiful  and  pleasant.  Improvements  and  additions 
will  be  made  the  present  season  to  increase  the  room,  neatness  and  fa- 
cilities of  the  buildings  already  capable  of  accommodating  a  large 
number  of  Students. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  laws  of  this  institution  are  few  and  simple,  but  are  sufficient  to 
secure  quiet  and  order.  The  object  of  instruction  will  be  to  form  cor- 
rect mental  and  moral  habits,  and  to  cultivate  a  taste  for  intellectual 
pursuits. 

Punctuality  in  attendance  at  all  College  exercises,  and  careful  ob- 
servance of  study  hours,  and  gentlemanly  deportment,  are  required  of 
every  Student.  Visits  of  pleasure,  gathering  in  groups,  taking  amuse- 
ments on  the  Sabbath-day — absences  from  rooms  at  improper  hours, 
or  unpermitted  absence  from  town— writing  upon  or  defacing  the  fur- 
niture or  rooms  of  the  College  or  other  pubUc  buildings— wearing  fire- 
arms or  other  weapons— drinking  intoxicating  liquors,  or  keeping 
them,  except  by  the  prescription  of  a  physician— contracting  debts 
without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  parents  or  guardians— using  ob- 
scene or  profane  language — refusing  compliance  with  any  requirement 
of  the  Faculty— and  all  other  breaches  of  morals  or  good  order,  or  vio- 
lations of  gentlemanly  demeanor,  are  strictly  and  totally  forbidden. 

No  Student  who  occasions  trouble  in  any  of  these  particulars  shall 
be  suffered  to  remain  to  exert  on  others  his  corrupting  influence.
